Republicans opened their 1058 
campaign 
to capture control of 
Congress by blaming Democrat! 
for the missiles lag and for p ist 
wars despite an appeal by the 
President for bipartisanship in de* 
fen se matter*. 


Democratic leaders countered by 
accusing the Republicans of being 
“ two-faced” and of dredging up 
“ stale” charges. 


President 
Eisenhower 
led the 
list of Republican leaders 
who 
spoke st 44 fund-raising dinners 
around the nation Monday night 
to kick off this year’s COP cam ­ 
paign. 


In his talk, the President advis­ 
ed his fellow Republicans against 
making national security and peace 
“ partisan or political” issues. 
No Chess Pawn 


“ Americans must never and will 
never let the issue of security and 
peace become a pawn in anyona’a 
political chess gam e,” the Presi­ 
dent said. 


The President fired the opening 
gun of this year’s GOP congres­ 
sional campaign before 5,408 Re­ 
publicans gathered here for a na­ 
tionally televised flOO-a-plate din­ 
ner speech 


The 
President told his fellow 
Republicans 
to fight Democrats 
for control of Congress this fall 
by standing “ proudly and erect­ 
ly” on the record of his adminis­ 
tration. 


j Modernisation Necessary 
Eisenhower drew a rousing chaer 
when he said “ a prompt and ef­ 
fective modernization of our De­ 
fense Department is necessary.” 
I 
He then departed from his pre­ 
pared text to add; 
“ In this, I intend to participate 
personally until the job is dona.” 
Presidential 
press 
secretary 
Jam es G. Hagerty said he expects 
the President to send to Congress 
soon his planr for reorganising the 
Defense Department. 
The President’s address in the 
flag draped, 
spotlighted 
Interna­ 
tional Amphitheater celebrated the 
fifth anniversary of his inaugura­ 
tion. 
And the scene was at times 
as loud and uproarious as the GOP 
convention of 1952 when Eisenhow­ 
er was nominated at the amphi- 
j theater for his first presidential 
campaign. 
The President appeared on radio 
and television along with a number 
of other speakers, including Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, who 
spoke from New York, and GOP 
National Chairman Meade Alcorn, 
who spoke from the Amphitheater 
here, working from a tele-prompt­ 
er 
Injects Fighting Phrases 
The President’* 
prepared text 
was a rather soft pedalled politi­ 
cal call to battle. 
But he departed 
i rom the text frequently to inject 
fighting phrases into his remarks. 
As he delivered the speech, he 
added a long interpolation attack­ 
ing those who would picture Amer­ 
ica as weak in an era of Russian 
scientific and weapons advances. 
“ Don’s pay any attention to the 
pessimists—those people who, for 
reasons of their own, contend that
